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Man arrested for stealing car, fleeing police 


Stanford resident allegedly fought 
deputy before receiving taser shot

STANFORD — A 
Stanford man with a history 
of running from police was 
arrested March 20 after 
allegedly stealing a car, lead¬ 


ing a high-speed pursuit 
across Lincoln County and 
getting into a scuffle with a 
deputy sheriff. 

Kevin Higgins, 27, faces a 
multitude of charges, includ¬ 
ing auto theft, fleeing or 
evading police, reckless driv¬ 


ing, driving under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol or drugs, sec¬ 
ond-degree assault of a law 
enforcement officer 
and resisting arrest. 

Police think he may 
have also committed a 
pair of burglaries in 
Stanford prior to the 
alleged car theft and 
pursuit. 

Area law enforcement was 
alerted the morning of March 


20 after Jay Stroud of 
Stanford reported that some¬ 
one had stolen his convert¬ 
ible from the drive¬ 
way of his Danville 
Avenue residence, 
Lincoln County 
Sheriff Curt Folger 
said. 

Stroud is Folger’s 
son-in-law, Folger 

said. 

"My son-in-law had come 


out that morning to start his 
car to warm it up," Folger 
said. "A black male subject 
approached him, wanting to 
know if he had a cigarette. 
He gave him a cigarette. Mr. 
Stroud went back into the 
house ... and when he came 
out, the vehicle was backing 
out of the driveway." 

The incident happened 
prior to 5 a.m., according to a 
news release. 


With the help of Stanford 
police officers cruising the 
town, dispatch was able to 
determine the driver of the 
convertible must have left 
town heading west, Folger 
said. 

Deputy Chase Marcum 
caught up with the stolen 
vehicle along Spoonamore

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Wintry 
weather 
leads to 
9 wrecks 

Spring began more than a 
week ago, but that didn’t 
stop winter weather from 
contributing to multiple 
wrecks in Lincoln County 
earlier this week. 

Lincoln County Sheriff 
Curt Folger said there were 
eight reported accidents on 
Lincoln County roads 
Monday morning and one 
more Tuesday morning. 

Many of the accidents 
happened near the intersec¬ 
tion of U.S. 127 and Indian 
Camp Road, due to ice form¬ 
ing on a bridge, Folger said. 

Folger said nearly half the 
wrecks happened Monday 
morning before 9 a.m. 

One of the nine wrecks 
was a three-vehicle wreck, 
but only one person sus¬ 
tained injuries and it was 
“nothing life-threatening,” 
Folger said. The injured per¬ 
son was taken to Ephraim 
McDowell Regional Medical 
center. 

A woman was injured 
Monday morning when her 
vehicle rolled twice along 
Ky. 1194. That woman was 
also taken to Ephraim 
McDowell via ambulance, 
Folger said. 

According to Kentucky 
Mesonet’s Lincoln County 
weather station, the north 
end of the county saw more 
than 1 inch of rain Sunday 
before snowy and windy 
conditions set in. Lincoln 
County residents woke up to 
snow covering the ground on 
Monday and Tuesday.

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Keeping the peace? 


Waynesburg feud sparks 
discussion about potential 
residential gunfire limits

WAYNESBURG — A Waynesburg 
woman who claims her neighbor has 
terrorized her for years with frequent 
shooting from a multitude of guns has 
gotten officials talking about whether 
Lincoln County could benefit from 
limits on gunfire in residential areas. 

Wyonia Miller has been to Lincoln 
County Fiscal Court meetings twice 
this month, asking magistrates to con¬ 


sider implementing an ordinance that 
would prevent her neighbor from fir¬ 
ing his guns close to her house. 

Miller, who has been in an on-and- 
off feud with her next-door neighbor 
Oral Bryant for close to a decade, 
alleges Bryant regularly shoots huge 
amounts of ammunition into an adja¬ 
cent field, using many different kinds 
of guns, including a "50-caliber." 

Miller also alleges Bryant has 
intimidated her with guns and made a 
habit of waiting for her to come out¬ 
side and then firing a gun to startle 
her. Sometimes the gunfire is as close 
as 50 feet from her house, she claims. 

"If I come out of my house or my 
son comes out and he (Bryant) is 
home, he will come out and shoot a 


shot," she told magistrates. "I feel like 
our lives are in danger, either by acci¬ 
dent or intent. I’m a nervous wreck; I 
can’t sleep." 

But Bryant’s wife, Leta, said it’s 
Miller who is harassing them. 

"It’s always something with this 
woman. I don’t know what’s wrong 
with her," Leta Bryant told a reporter 
in Bryant’s kitchen Friday. "She 
comes out her back door and starts 
cussing every time she hears him out 
there shooting. And honey, this lady 
can cuss — I kid you not." 

Leta said her husband and his 
friends shoot from a gun table located

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Lincoln officials discuss county re-addressing

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County officials are contin¬ 
uing to discuss the need for 
a wide-reaching re-address¬ 
ing ordinance that could 
improve 911 response times 
by standardizing addresses. 

But many are worried 
about blowback from resi¬ 
dents who are wary of the 
hassles that come with a 
new address. 

Bluegrass 911 Director 
Russ Clark met with 
Lincoln County officials 
from ambulance services, 
the Stanford Post Office, 
fiscal court and emergency 
management earlier this 
month to discuss the vari¬ 
ous addressing issues that 


haunt Lincoln County. 

Clark said confusing road 
names and inconsistent 
numbering run rampant in 
some parts of the county. 

"That cuts down on 
response time. It takes us 
longer to figure out where 
they (the callers) are actual¬ 
ly at, which agency needs 
to go and then, if they don’t 
have a number posted, ... 
that creates more confu¬ 
sion," Clark said. "That just 
takes away from getting 
somebody the help that 
they need to get." 

According to Clark, the 
addressing issues Lincoln 
faces include: 

• roads where addresses

15 indicted 
for drug 
trafficking

STANFORD — A Lincoln 
County grand jury has 
indicted 15 people on drug 
trafficking or complicity to 
drug trafficking charges 
based on testimony from 
state police. 

The people, all of whom 
reside in Stanford according 
to court documents, face 
charges they were involved 
with drug deals with a confi¬ 
dential informant for state 
police between August and 
December 2012. 

The drugs allegedly being 
trafficked include oxy¬ 
codone, methamphetamine, 
hydrocodone and cocaine. 

KSP spokesman Trooper 
Paul Blanton said the indict¬ 
ments were a result of work 
by state police’s Drug 
Enforcement Special 

Investigations unit. 

Troopers with the DESI 
unit have not responded to a 
call asking for comment on 
the investigation. 

The indictments are: 

• Melissa Sue Brock of 
110 Helm St. in Stanford for 
selling more than 10 units of 
oxycodone on Oct. 26 and 
for selling 10 units of oxy¬ 
codone on Nov. 9; 

• Donald P. and Jane 
Hendrickson, both of 306 
Maxwell St. in Stanford, for 
selling 20 units of 
hydrocodone on Nov. 27; 

• Lisa Carrier of 703 East 
Main St. in Stanford for sell¬ 
ing less than 2 grams of 
methamphetamine on Aug. 
8 ; 

• Roger W. Fox Sr. of 114 
Eastwood Dr. in Stanford for 
selling less than 10 units of 
oxycodone on Nov. 13; 

• Stanford residents Roger 
W. Fox II of 114 Eastwood 
Dr., Toney Rowe of 108 
Helm St., Jonathan Ray 
Davis of 206A Old Fort 
Road and Cassi Smith of 
7520 Ky. 6698 for complici¬ 
ty to selling less than 10 
units of oxycodone on Nov.

Looking back at what made news in Lincoln County 


40 Years Ago 

Originally published March 29,1973 



March 29,1973 — This cartoon by Jerry Alexander ran about 40 years ago in The Interior Journal, but 
it may still ring true for many people today. 


In 1973, it was still 11 years until U.S. 
residents would start asking, ’’where's the 
beef?" In Lincoln County, the question was 
instead, "why is the beef so expensive?" 

In the March 29, 1973, issue of The 
Interior Journal (which cost 10 cents per 
copy), Frances Baughman examined a 
"housewife revolt" against meat prices — a 
story that still makes for an interesting read 
today. Here's the story, reproduced letter- 
for-letter as it ran: 

HOUSEWIVES REVOLTING 
AGAINST HIGHER PRICES IN 
FOOD STORES 

Beef Sells Slow; Several Stores 
Have No Display 

Stanford grocers are facing a consumer 
revolt against rising food prices, especailly 
in the meat department. 

A survey made by THE INTERIOR 
JOURNAL Friday showed that five local 
grocery stores are feeling the pinch made by 
housewive's resistance as food prices soared 
to the largest increase in 22 years. 

The most common question asked is 
"Why are meat prices so high?" 

Virgil Horseman, owner of the IGA store, 
said, "Meat prices are not so high in relation 
to other factors in our economy. In 1950 the 
average production worker could buy with 
one hour's pay 1.79 pounds of beef, 2.48 
pounds of pork, or 2.24 pounds of chicken. 
In February, 1972, the same worker could 
buy 3.06 pounds of beef, 4.36 pounds of 
pork, or 8.53 pounds of chicken. The 
increased demand for meat has pushed the 
prices up." 

Carl Keltner, owner of the K and K 
Market said that he had noted a decrease in 
meat sales, although prices here are still not 
as high as they are in larger cities. He point¬ 
ed out that the wholesale price of carcass 
beef in Chicago had dropped and that the 


reduction should reach the consumer in a 
week or two. 

Hurl Durham, owner of Durham's 
Grocery store said, "My customers have just 
about quit buying meat. We don't cut beef 
anymore to put in the showcase. We only 
cut it when people ask for it." 

Dewey Meese, manager of the A&P store, 
said that money-wise there has been little 
decrease in the meat department, but we are 
selling less tonnage. Customers are using 
more fish and chapter cuts of meat. He said, 
"We feature a special on chickens at 39c a 
pound for the weekend and by noon Friday, 
they were all gone." 

Buford Edwards, butcher at the Foor Fair 
Center said, "There has been a definite 
resistance from consumers since the price of 
beef went up. Many of them switched to 
chicken and fish and now those prices have 
increased." 

Among the stores covered by the survey, 
hamburger prices ranged from 89c to 99c. 
Chickens were 39c to 49c. Whether coinci¬ 
dental or not, there were no people at the 
meat counteres in any of the stores when 
this survey was made, which is usually one 
of the busiest shopping days of the week. 

Who is to blame for the soaring prices? 

One answer is that while the demand for 
food has risen, domestic food production 
has declined, due partly to unseasonable 
weather in some parts of the country. 

The other answer that keeps cropping up 
among government officials is that the 
American consumer is the culprit. They 
contend that the sharp increase is caused by 
the growing affluence of the American pub¬ 
lic. Workers are earning more money, there¬ 
fore, they are eating higher-priced food. 

Ironically, it seems that the food-price 
problem has resulted in fprt, from the basic 
good health of our economy. 


In case you are curious, I estimate that 
today's "average worker" could buy 3.88 


pounds of beef or 9.1 pounds of chicken 
with one hour's worth of pay. I figured 
those numbers by using census data for 
average personal income for people over 25 
with high school degrees and Bureau of 
Labor Statistics info on the average per- 
pound prices for beef and chicken. 

Because it caught my eye, I've included 


a local editorial cartoon from the March 
29, 1973, issue. It may be 40 years old, 
but I think many people today can still 
relate.

Why fifth-graders 
have rights, too 


When people ask if kids in 
public schools have First 
Amendment rights, I’m tempted 
to answer “only if you think 
they’re human.” 

After all, the U.S. Constitution 
recognizes that every person is 
bom with certain inalienable 
rights not granted by the govern¬ 
ment, including freedom of 
expression guaranteed by the 
First Amendment. 

But to be polite, I answer by 
re-framing the question to ask 
“to what extent are students free 
to exercise their inherent rights 
in public schools.” 

No right, of course, is 
absolute. That’s why we have 
argued for more than 200 years 
over when society’s compelling 
interests requires limits on the 
exercise of our freedoms of reli¬ 
gion, speech, press, assembly 
and petition. 

Now a three judge panel of the 
U.S. 3rd Circuit Court of 
Appeals has written another 
chapter in that debate by mling 
in favor of a fifth grader who 
was barred by school officials 
from handing out invitations to a 
Christmas party at her church. 

Other students in the 
Pennsylvania school district were 
routinely allowed to pass out 
fliers and messages of various 
kinds - from birthday party 
invites to Valentine’s cards. But

in order to avoid allowing reli¬ 
gious content to be distributed, 
school officials claimed that 
K.A. (as the student is described 
in court filings) was distributing 
material from an outside group 
— a practice school policy pro¬ 
hibited. 

A lower court disagreed and 
issued a preliminary injunction 
ordering the school to allow K.A. 
to hand out her invitations during 
non-instmctional time. On March 
12, the appeals court upheld that 
mling, determining that K.A. and 
her family would likely prevail 
in the litigation. (K.A. v. Pocono 
Mountain School District) 

Although the incident may 
seem minor, the court’s decision 
may prove to have major impli¬ 
cations for how the First 
Amendment is applied in ele¬ 
mentary schools. 

That’s because both courts 
relied on Tinker v. Des Moines 
Independent School District, the 
1969 U.S. Supreme Court mling 
considered the high water mark 
for student rights in public 
schools. 


In Tinker, you may recall, 
school officials prohibited stu¬ 
dents from wearing black arm- 
bands to school in protest the 
Vietnam War. Ruling in favor of 
the students, the U.S. Supreme 
Court famously stated that stu¬ 
dents do not “shed their constitu¬ 
tional rights to freedom of 
speech and expression at the 
schoolhouse gate.” 

The High Court created what 
is now known at the Tinker stan¬ 
dard: School officials may not 
censor student expression unless 
they can reasonably forecast that 
the expression would lead to a 
“substantial disruption” of the 
school environment or interfere 
with the rights of others. 

Since that decision, high 
school students have fought cen¬ 
sorship of their speech by invok¬ 
ing Tinker — frequently winning 
in court when they do. Few 
judges have applied Tinker to 
younger students. 

But in the K.A. decision, the 
3rd circuit panel held that “the 
Tinker analysis has sufficient 
flexibility to accommodate the 
educational, developmental, and 
disciplinary interests at play in 
the elementary school environ¬ 
ment.” 

This means that K.A. gets to 
hand out her invitations because 
the school did not show that her 
doing so would cause any disrup¬ 


tion — much less a substantial 
dismption. 

Moreover, the court said that 
K.A. ’s flier should be treated like 
other fliers handed out by stu¬ 
dents. If students get to distribute 
materials with secular content, 
then students get to distribute 
materials with religious refer¬ 
ences as well. 

Even in elementary schools, 
students are able to distinguish 
what comes from a classmate 
from what is sponsored by the 
school. 

The court also made clear that 
elementary school administrators 
may place reasonable time, place 
and manner restrictions on stu¬ 
dent distribution of fliers and 
other materials — as long as all 
students are treated in the same 
way. What public schools may 
not do is ban student expression 
simply because it mentions reli¬ 
gion. 

If this court got it right — and 
I think it did — elementary 
school children not only have 
First Amendment rights, they get 
to exercise them as well.

When everything 
was changed

It was a most unusual 
experience. After walking 
up a hill, I stood for a 
moment and looked at an 
unusual scene. The rock 
formation on the side of 
that hill looked amazingly 
like a human skull, and an 
ancient road going north¬ 
ward was below it. 

I remembered that Jesus 
was crucified outside 
Jerusalem above the road 
where all that passed could 
see. The place called “the 
Skull” was also know as 
Golgotha. This, I thought, 
must be the place were 
Jesus was crucified. 

Then, turning to the left, 
I walked a short distance to 
a garden and an open tomb. 
And I remembered that 
near the place where Jesus 
was crucified, there was a 
garden and a new tomb 
hewn in rock in which no 
one had ever been laid. The 
body of Jesus was placed in 
that tomb, a heavy stone 
was rolled across its 
entrance, and a guard was 
stationed to secure it. 

I stooped to look into the 
tomb. Then, in awe, I stood 
beside the entrance of the 
tomb and remembered... 

On the first day of the 


week following the cruci¬ 
fixion while it was still 
dark, three women - Mary 
Magdalene, Mary the 
mother of James, and 
Salome - made their way 
through the dark streets of 
Jerusalem. With ques¬ 
tions in their minds and 
sorrow in their hearts, 
they took spices to anoint 
the body of Jesus for final 
burial. 

When they arrived at 
the tomb, they were utter¬ 
ly amazed. The ground 
shook beneath their feet, 
the guards were “like 
dead men,” the stone that 
sealed the tomb had been 
rolled away and the tomb 
was empty. Fear filled 
their hearts, for they 
thought the body of Jesus 
had been stolen. 

Then it happened. 
Mary heard her name, and 
she knew! And all things 
were changed. 

As I stood beside that 
tomb, I thought, “This 
could be the actual place 
where Mary stood that first 
Easter morning when sor¬ 
row was turned into joy 
and everything in her life 
was changed. And that 
change continues to hap¬ 
pen!”

Lane and attempted to pull it 
over. The driver did not 
comply and Marcum pro¬ 
ceeded to chase the car at 
speeds up to 70 miles per 
hour along McCormack 
Church Road, Folger said. 

Meanwhile, in the 
Hustonville area, Police 
Chief Fred McCoy was 
rushing to create a blockade 
at the intersection of 
McCormack Church Road 
and U.S. 127. 

’’They was already on 
McCormack Church Road 
when dispatch called me, so 
I was getting dressed while 
they was telling me what 
was going on, M McCoy said. 

With Danville police 
headed south on 127 toward 
the chase, McCoy posi¬ 
tioned his cruiser to block 
the driver from turning 
toward Hustonville. 

"I positioned myself so ... 
if he did turn, he would turn 
toward Danville," he said. 

But the driver never got 
all the way to 127. 

"About the time I got 
there, the pursuit come over 
the hill," McCoy said. "I 
knew he would turn left 
when he saw me and he 
turned left onto Raintree 
(Circle)." 

Folger said the driver 
turned onto Raintree Circle 
and then went off-road, 


driving through multiple 
yards before stopping and 
fleeing on foot. 

The suspect proceeded to 
hide behind an "outbuild¬ 
ing," where Marcum located 
him, Folger said. A scuffle 
between the two men 
ensued, but the suspect was 
subdued after McCoy 
deployed a taser. 

"Once I tased him and 
told him to put his hands 
behind his back, of course 
he didn’t want to be tased 
again, so he accommodated 
us," McCoy said. 

Folger said Marcum sus¬ 
tained a small cut to his leg 
from the fight, but no major 
injuries. 

Marcum arrested Higgins 
at the scene. Higgins was 
lodged in the Lincoln 
County Regional Jail, where 
he was being held without 
bond as of Tuesday. 

Additional charges 
brought against Higgins 
include disorderly conduct, 
running a stop sign, speed¬ 
ing and driving on a sus¬ 
pended or revoked license. 

Stanford Police Chief 
Keith Middleton said he 
believes money found in the 
stolen car could be linked to 
a pair of burglaries that 
occurred in Stanford earlier 
that morning. 

Someone broke out a win¬ 
dow and took paper money 
from a cash register at 
Lincoln Equipment Rental 


Center, Middleton said. A 
large number of coins were 
also taken from the Stanford 
Cash Express. 

Middleton said paper and 
coin money recovered from 
the stolen car matched the 
amounts taken from both 
locations. 

Higgins has also served 
time in the past for similar 
burglaries, he added. 

"It's a little more than 
coincidental, I think," 
Middleton said. 

Police are attempting to 
collect fingerprint evidence 
that would link Higgins to 
the burglaries, Middleton 
said. 

"We are trying to take the 
evidence we've recovered 
and tie it back to the individ¬ 
ual that we caught with the 
stolen car," he said. 

According to court 
records, Higgins has more 
than 20 convictions dating 
back to 2004 for crimes 
including theft, receiving 
stolen property, criminal 
trespassing, resisting arrest, 
fleeing or evading police on 
foot, driving under the influ¬ 
ence and drug possession. 

Higgins is also facing 
pending charges from April 
2012 for criminal trespass¬ 
ing and theft, according to 
court records. 

Folger said the stolen car 
is undamaged and no dam¬ 
age was done to the yards it 
was driven through.

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County Fiscal Court has 
unanimously approved the 
first reading of an ordi¬ 
nance amendment that 
would clarify and relax 
paving requirements for 
new businesses. 

Lincoln County Planning 
and Zoning attorney Jeff 
Ralston told magistrates 
Tuesday that as it is current¬ 
ly written, a planning and 
zoning ordinance incorrect¬ 
ly places paving and road- 
entrance regulations on res¬ 
idential and agricultural 
properties. 

The regulations focus on 
things like width and depth

"It doesn't really exclude 
farms; it doesn't really 
exclude residential (proper¬ 
ties)," Ralston said. 

Proposed amendments to 
the ordinance would insert 
language explicitly exempt¬ 
ing residential and agricul¬ 
tural properties from the 
requirements, while also 
relaxing the requirement 
that businesses blacktop 
their whole parking lots. 

Ralston said new busi¬ 
nesses were being given up 
to two years of "forgive¬ 
ness" before they were 
being required to meet the 
pavement regulation. But

"almost nobody" was com¬ 
plying within that two-year 
window, perhaps because of 
the economy, he said. 

Ralston said the amended 
ordinance gives planning 
and zoning the option to let 
small businesses get by 
with mostly white rock or 
other acceptable road sur¬ 
faces instead of blacktop. 

Road entrances and hand¬ 
icapped parking spots 
would still have to be 
paved, and larger business¬ 
es the size of Walmart or 
Lowes would still be 
required to pave their entire 
parking lot, Ralston said. 

Magistrates could 

approve a second reading of 
the amended ordinance on 
April 9.

jump thousands of numbers over 
very short distances; 

• roads with numbering that 
starts from the center and counts up 
going out to both ends; 

• roads where even and odd num¬ 
bers have flipped sides from the 
standard setup; 

• roads that change names with¬ 
out the presence of an intersection 
to divide the two names; and 

• state and federal highways 
without "common names." 

Clark said he would like to see 
the county add new common 
names for roads like U.S. 27 that 
have no other name because the 
route number can actually be taken 
away if the federal or state govern¬ 
ment stops maintaining the road. 

"The road's got to be named at 
that point anyway," he said. "If we 
have names already, we wouldn't 
have to go through and change 
everybody's addresses and (road) 
names just because the state's not 
maintaining the road any longer." 

Clark would also like to base 
address numbers on the Global 


Positioning System, with numbers 
that represent how far from one end 
of the road a house or building is. 

Clark and Waynesburg EMS 
employees agreed one of the 
biggest problem areas in Lincoln 
County is along Ky. 1247, which 
used to be U.S. 27, until the new 
stretch of U.S. 27 was built in 
1957. Ky. 1247 now crosses and re¬ 
crosses the new U.S. 27 multiple 
times, creating a series of "loop" 
roads. 

"They didn't change any num¬ 
bers at all. The numbers are just 
like they were when it was old 27," 
Clark said. "Every one of those 
sections in my opinion should be 
named. They should be numbered 
so that EMS can start their odome¬ 
ter at the start of the road on zero, 
and if the number is 1200, you go a 
mile and two-tenths down the road 
and you should be at the house. 

"Even if they don't have a num¬ 
ber posted, you should be able to 
find their house that way." 

There are many other issues that 
get in the way of emergency 
response, Clark said. 

"We've also had people go out 
and just arbitrarily change the 


name of a road because they want¬ 
ed to," Clark said. "Nobody ever 
tells 911 that they changed the road 
sign. And then they want to fuss at 
us because we can't get them help." 

Clark has estimated there are 
2,000 houses in Lincoln County 
with addresses that show up as 
"zeroes" in Bluegrass 91 l's system 
— meaning emergency responders 
could have trouble getting to the 
right place the first time. 

With so many problems, fixes for 
Lincoln County's addresses seem 
likely to affect a wide portion of 
county residents. 

When Judge-Executive Jim 
Adams asked Clark how many 
addresses could potentially be 
affected by re-addressing, Clark 
said, "to do it right? All of them." 

Adams pressed the issue later in 
the meeting, asking, "So you think 
each and every house number will 
change?" 

"A lot of them will," Clark 
responded. 

Lincoln County Emergency 
Management Director Don Gilliam 
said he has seen Lincoln's address¬ 
ing problem "firsthand," but cau¬ 
tioned that officials need to make 


the case for why re-addressing is 
important to Lincoln County resi¬ 
dents before moving forward with 
a plan. 

"I suspect if we decide to do 
something like this that it will have 
to be drafted ... as a public safety 
agreement," he said. "Otherwise, 
you're going to have people raising 
Cain everywhere all over the coun¬ 
ty." 

Magistrate Johnnie Padgett said 
the last time addressing was an 
issue in Lincoln County he was 
"flooded with calls." 

"People just got the word that 
their address was going to be 
changed and I got tons and tons of 
calls, from elderly people, espe¬ 
cially," Padgett said. "We're going 
to have to really do a good job of 
selling this to the public." 

Among the issues some people 
may worry about is whether they'll 
get their mail on time, officials 
said. But Stanford Postmaster 
Susan Williams said re-addressing 
wouldn't cause a delay in the mail. 
As long as the county informs the 
post offices of any address 
changes, the post offices can 
update their systems to include the 


new and old addresses, she said. 

"For somebody who's lived there 
for 10 years and is going to live 
there another 10, they don't have to 
worry about doing anything with 
the post office at all," she said. "As 
soon as I'm informed of a road 
change, then I notify my people. 
(It's) not a problem, I just need to 
be informed." 

Clark said he would like to see 
an ordinance with some teeth that 
allows the county to require people 
to display their address numbers on 
the road. 

But Judge-Executive Adams said 
he isn't sure the county should be 
getting into the business of enforc¬ 
ing address displays. 

"I don't think we can have a 
mailbox police," he said. "I think 
that's up to the individual — if they 
want to die because they don't have 
a house number, that's up to them." 

Fiscal Court has not voted on any 
re-addressing ordinance yet. 

Officials agreed they would like 
to discuss the issue again and see 
some examples of how a small 
number of roads might look after 
addressing before moving forward 
with any plan.

More specifics wanted 
before fiscal court 
approves amendment

STANFORD — A plan to 
implement new fees on 
commercial Dumpster 
haulers in Lincoln County is 
on hold until county offi¬ 
cials meet with representa¬ 
tives of the affected trash- 
pickup businesses. 

Kerry Loy, general man¬ 
ager for Republic Services, 
told magistrates Tuesday he 
has questions about the 
specifics of the new fees that 
aren't addressed in the coun¬ 
ty's solid waste ordinance. 

"I read the ordinance and 
there's just not a lot of infor¬ 
mation in there," Loy said. 
"There's not enough lan¬ 
guage to satisfy me as a 
business operator. I just 
wanted to make sure that my 
concerns are voiced." 

Magistrates passed a first 
reading of an amendment to 
the solid waste ordinance 
earlier this month that would 
allow the solid waste board 
to establish a percentage fee 
and price cap on how much 
commercial haulers can 
charge per Dumpster pick¬ 
up. 

The collected fees, which 
could amount to $25,000 per 
year based on a rough esti¬ 
mate from Solid Waste 
Director Chris Thomason, 
would go toward the coun¬ 
ty's solid waste budget, 
making it more self-suffi¬ 
cient and less reliant on 
county funding. 

Thomason told Loy and 
magistrates the reason there 
aren't specifics about the 


new fees and cap in the 
county ordinance is because 
those amounts will have to 
be determined by the solid 
waste board once the county 
authorizes it. 

Thomason said he can 
recommend numbers, but 
the fees and cap would have 
to be set by the solid waste 
board, not the fiscal court. 

"It doesn't make sense to 
do all this framework before 


it's even a law," Thomason 
said. 

Magistrate David 

Faulkner said the county 
may be in a unique situation 
where it has to "put the cart 
before the horse" and hash 
out some details with trash 
haulers before the fiscal 
court authorizes the new 
fees and cap. 

"I don't feel qualified to 
make a decision on this 


without all the parties sitting 
down and figuring some¬ 
thing out," Faulkner said. 
"We want to make our (solid 
waste) service self-sustain¬ 
ing, but we also have to pro¬ 
tect the ... end users." 

Magistrates Johnnie 
Padgett and Joe Stanley 
expressed dismay that trash 
pickup rates in Lincoln 
County are higher than in 
other nearby counties.

In Lincoln County, 
Republic charges $70 to 
pick up a 4-yard Dumpster 
once a week, $84 for a 6- 
yard Dumpster and $96 for 
an 8-yard Dumpster. 

In Garrard County, 
Republic charges $45, $65 
and $85 for those same serv¬ 
ices. 

Loy said many different 
issues factor into how much 
companies charge for trash 
pickup in different places 
and it's not necessarily accu¬ 
rate to compare rates with¬ 
out examining the underly¬ 
ing costs. 

"Our rates may be a little 
bit higher. They may be a lit¬ 
tle bit lower in some cases, 
too," he said. 

Loy didn't outright object 
to the ideas of solid waste 
fees or a price cap, but said 
he wants to make sure any 
regulations leave him still 
able to conduct business. 

Loy said he wants any 
fees implemented so that 
"it's not going to be a profit 
center for government, but 
it's going to fund the (solid 
waste) programs." 

Judge-Executive Jim 
Adams asked Thomason to 
make some comparisons 
with fees and caps in other 
comparable counties and 
come up with more details 
on the specifics of what the 
fees and cap might look 
like. 

Interested parties could 
meet again in a few weeks to 
discuss Thomason's research 
after a regular fiscal court 
meeting, Adams said. 

"Not everybody's interest¬ 
ed in the Dumpster wars," 
he said. "This is not a huge 
issue, but it's one that we 
might as well get ironed out 
now." 


Fiscal court approves first 
round of FEMA-backed 
property purchases

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County is purchasing the first two 
of 21 flood-prone properties it 
plans to demolish and turn into 
permanent green space with the 
help of the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency. 

Lincoln magistrates approved 
Tuesday $103,125 in refundable 
expenses to purchase a property 
with a trailer home on Chrisman 
Spur near Boyle County and 
another property on Shanks Lane 
in Rowland. 

FEMA is providing the county 
with a total of $789,500 to pur¬ 
chase the 21 properties and the 
county has agreed to demolish any 
structures on the properties and 
clear them away. 

Once cleared, the properties are 
deeded to the county, with the 
stipulation that they remain unde¬ 
veloped. Preventing homes from

Timothy Robinson initially

Adams said he's hopeful the 
county can complete purchasing 
all 21 properties by mid-May or 
early June.

in their backyard, much farther 
from Miller's house than Miller 
claims. And her husband doesn't 
shoot very often unless he's pur¬ 
chased a new gun or scope that he 
wants to try out, she added. 

"Everybody that comes to my 
house, she takes a picture ... this 
lady (Miller) has harassed us," 
Leta said. "We've just been trying 
our best to ignore her. I have no 
idea why she does it." 

Regardless of who's right or 
wrong when it comes to the feud 
between Miller and the Bryants, 
Miller's visits to fiscal court have 
gotten county officials to agree to 
at least a cursory examination of 
potential gunfire regulations for 
Lincoln County. 

Judge-Executive Jim Adams has 
reviewed nuisance and noise ordi¬ 
nances from multiple Kentucky 
counties, including Garrard 
County, but said what he's seen so 
far has been written too broadly to 
be acceptable in Lincoln County. 

Adams said any ordinance in 
Lincoln County would need to be 
"narrowly tailored" to target spe¬ 
cific behaviors. The ordinances 
he's seen would leave too much up 
to interpretation, he added. 

"It'd be like having an 'ugly' 
ordinance," he said. "Who's the 


judge? Your wife?" 

County Attorney Daryl Day said 
he has emailed all 120 Kentucky 
county attorneys, asking them to 
send him any ordinances they have 
that might pertain to Lincoln 
County's situation. 

So far, he hasn't received any 
response, but if he does, he'll let 
magistrates know, he said. 

Day said what makes Miller's 
situation tricky is that even if Oral 
is doing what she claims he's 
doing, his actions wouldn't allow 
any criminal charges to be brought. 

"For criminal charges, you have 
to find a hole that (the action) fits 
in and it has to fit perfectly in that 
or you can't charge somebody with 
something," Day said. "I've tried to 
find something where I can get 
some charge to at least get them in 
court and see if there's some solu¬ 
tion that we can work out for this, 
but I can't just charge him because 
I want to bring him to court." 

Day said one of the only solu¬ 
tions to a situation like what Miller 
describes would be a narrowly 
written ordinance that avoids vio¬ 
lating anyone's constitutional 
rights. 

"I think (an ordinance) is possi¬ 
ble. It would take a lot of work to 
make sure that it's constitutional," 
he said. "I don't know that there's a 
solution. ... I understand her when 
she says it's annoying. To say it's 


illegal is a whole 'nother story." 

Magistrate David Faulkner said 
he's unsure what the fiscal court 
might be able to accomplish to 
remedy the neighbors' feud. 

"I think the whole court — we're 
very sympathetic," he told Miller 
earlier this month. "I don't know 
exactly what we have the power to 
do at this point." 

From Leta Bryant's perspective, 
an ordinance regulating gunfire in 
a community like downtown 
Stanford could make sense, but out 
in Waynesburg, she doesn't think it 
would work. Even though the 
homes are zoned residential and 
relatively close to each other, it's 
just not the same as living in a city, 
she said. 

"Everybody around here shoots 
because most everybody around 
here is hunters," she said. "That's 
one of the reasons we kind of 
moved into the country." 

Miller said she doesn't want to 
stop anyone from legitimately 
using their guns — she just wants 
some peace and quiet in her living 
room. 

"You have a right to have a gun; 
you have a right to fire a gun. But 
you should not have the right to 
fire a gun within 50 feet of some¬ 
one else's home," she said. "We're 
not anti-gun, but we feel that we 
should have a right to live in peace 
on our piece of property."

Lincoln girls'heart for another team earns notice

Rather than simply hang¬ 
ing out, the Lincoln County 
High School girls basketball 
team decided to help out. 

The state tournament had¬ 
n’t gone quite the way play¬ 
ers hoped it would, but what 
the Lady Patriots did after 
they lost last week at the 
Girls Sweet Sixteen gener¬ 
ated enough good memories 
and goodwill to make their 
trip much more than a typi¬ 
cal one-and-done experi¬ 
ence. 

The Lincoln players ral¬ 
lied around a team that was 
short on fan support, throw¬ 
ing their support behind 
Notre Dame during its 
unexpected run to the state 
finals in Bowling Green. 

The Lady Patriots knew 
next to nothing about Notre 
Dame and its players, but by 
the end of the tournament, 


they had made some friends 
and won some fans with a 
simple act that began as 
equal parts compassion and 
distraction. 

“I think it was a little bit 
of both,” Lincoln senior 
Ciara Saylor said. “We 
wanted to make their night, 
and we ended up kind of 
making our night, too.” 

The tournament’s most 
unique cheering section 
formed on the evening of 
March 14, just a few hours 


after Lincoln lost its first- 
round game against 
Owensboro Catholic, when 
the team returned to E.A. 
Diddle Arena at Western 
Kentucky University for the 
Thursday evening session. 

“Any loss is hard to take, 
but one like that, especially, 
because we knew without a 
doubt that we could’ve won 
the game,” Saylor said. “But 
we knew everything hap¬ 
pens for a reason, and we 
were just trying to make the 


most of it.” 

The Lady Patriots already 
had planned to stay in 
Bowling Green for the rest 
of the week, as many teams 
often do at the boys and 
girls state tournaments even 
after losing in the first 
round. 

“I had told the girls that 
we needed to enjoy the tour¬ 
nament ... and enjoy their 
time together,” Lincoln 
coach Cassandra 

McWhorter said. 

As the final game of the 
(first round) night was get¬ 
ting under way, the Lady 
Patriots noticed that Notre 
Dame’s end-zone cheering 
section, where most teams 
typically have dozens or 
even hundreds of fans, was 
all but empty for its game 
against Madison Central.

Only two girls from the 
Covington parochial school 
had made the trip to cheer for 
the Pandas — the game was 
late and there was school and 
quarter-ending exams the 
next morning — so the 
Lincoln girls offered to help 
them. 

“We just asked them, ‘Is it 
OK if we join you?’ and they 
said, ‘Yeah, sure.’ They acted 
just happy with it,” Saylor 
said. 

By coincidence, Lincoln’s 
coaches happened to be sit¬ 
ting directly in front of Notre 
Dame’s principal at that 
Thursday night game. 

“She couldn’t believe that 
our kids would go over there 
out of the blue, not really 
knowing anybody,” 

McWhorter said. 

The Notre Dame players 
and their parents had taken 
notice, too. 

“I think they really 
enjoyed the support, espe¬ 
cially without their own 
school being there. We could 
just see the excitement on the 
players’ faces and the coach¬ 
es’, and on their parents’ 
faces, too,” Saylor said. 

Notre Dame won its first- 
round game, so the Lady 
Patriots were cheering them 
on again 24 hours later in 
their quarterfinal win over 
Marshall County. By then, 
they had a chance to meet 
some of the players they 
were rooting for. 

“We showed up early one 
day and actually sat with

Ten steps to buying the right bull 


It is time to make pur¬ 
chase of bulls that will make 
you more beef income. 
Remember that bull repre¬ 
sents one half of your invest¬ 
ment into beef calf produc¬ 
tion. Therefore it is impor¬ 
tant for you to buy the right 
bull. Consider these 10 steps 
to buying the right bull: 

1. Identify Herd Goals: 
Herd goals serve as the 
foundation for sire selection 
and provide guidance as to 
traits with the most econom¬ 
ic importance. 

2. Assess Herd Strengths 

and Weaknesses: 

Fundamental records are 
key to identifying strengths 
and weaknesses. Basic per¬ 
formance parameters such 
as calving percentage, wean¬ 
ing percentage, weaning 
weights, sale weights, car¬ 
cass merit, feed usage, etc. 
are necessary to serve as the 
basis for assessing areas of 
strength and those needing 
attention. 

3. Establish Selection 

Priorities: Concentrate on 
those factors which stand to 
have the largest impact on 
profitability. Remember that 
income is derived from per¬ 
formance (sale weight, per¬ 
cent calf crop weaned, car¬ 
cass merit, etc.). 
Performance is a function of 
both genetics and environ¬ 
ment/management. Superior 
genetics can be negated by 
poor management. 

Considering both the genetic 
and management influences 
on various traits is impor¬ 
tant. Focus on the handful of 
priority traits rather than 
attempting to change many 
traits simultaneously. 

4. Utilize Selection Tools: 
A number of useful tools are 
at the disposal of beef pro¬ 
ducers to assist in making 
genetic improvement. 
Genetic differences across 


breeds have been well estab¬ 
lished, and utilization of dif¬ 
ferent breeds in a compli¬ 
mentary fashion through 
structured crossbreeding 
plans provides the opportu¬ 
nity for improvement in 
multiple traits. EPDs are 
available for many traits of 
economic importance. With 
the large number of EPD 
tools available, the critical 
step is to determine the 
EPDs which are most 
important and establish 
benchmarks relative to each. 

5. Establish Benchmarks: 
With these benchmarks, 
EPD specifications can be 
set to reflect the desired 
increase or moderation in 
performance for a particular 
trait. 

6. Find Source: With the 
above defined, we can now 
begin to look at individual 
bulls. There are many 
sources of bulls that warrant 
consideration — production 
sales, test stations and pri¬ 
vate treaty sales. Of critical 
importance is that the bull be 
from a reputable source 
which will stand behind 
their product. 

7. Do Your Homework: 
The first step to doing so is 
to evaluate the sale catalog, 
performance pedigree and 
data. By examination of the 
bull’s performance record, 
determine which bulls meet 
the EPD and other specifi¬ 
cations that have been 
established. Do not be sur¬ 
prised or alarmed when the 
bulls you have highlighted 
appear scattered throughout 
the sale order. Remember to 
stick to the selection criteria 
and qualifications/specifi¬ 
cations that have been 
established. All this can and 
should be accomplished 
prior to departing for any 
sale. 

8. Have a Look: Once the 


list has been narrowed to 
only bulls which meet the 
criteria, these bulls can be 
further evaluated and selec¬ 
tion refined. Having a list of 
suitable bulls prior to 
arrival at the auction or 
farm will not only save 
time, but also assist in mak¬ 
ing sure the right bull for 
the situation is purchased. 
Upon arriving at the sale, 
the bulls can be visually 
evaluated for suitability of 
phenotypic traits and the 
potential candidate list 
shortened even further. 

9. Make a Sound 
Investment: The value of 
the right bull cannot be 
underestimated. 
Investments in good genet¬ 
ics will pay dividends both 
short and long-term through 
the influence the bull has on 
each calf crop as well as his 
daughters that are retained 
in the herd. 

10. Manage the New Bull 
Properly: Of equal impor¬ 
tance is the care and man¬ 
agement of the newly 
acquired bull. Proper man¬ 
agement and nutrition are 
essential for the bull to per¬ 
form satisfactorily during 
the breeding season. With 
most new herd sires pur¬ 
chased as yearling bulls — 
management prior to, dur¬ 
ing and after the first breed¬ 
ing season is particularly 
important. Plan ahead by 
acquiring a new yearling 
bull at least 60 to 90 prior to 
the breeding season so that 
ample time is available to 
allow for adjustment to a 
new environment, commin¬ 
gling with other bulls, and 
getting the bull in proper 
breeding body condition.

Cutoff dates set for applying for HFRP 


Natural Resources 

Conservation Service 

(NRCS) in Kentucky, in 
cooperation with our part¬ 
ners, announces application 
cutoff dates for the imple¬ 
mentation of the Healthy 
Forests Reserve Program 
(HFRP). Applications are 
currently being accepted, 
with the next scheduled rank¬ 
ing cutoff date of April 19, 
2013. Applications not mak¬ 
ing the cutoff will be evaluat¬ 
ed for the next funding cycle. 

The purpose of HFRP is to 
assist landowners, on a vol¬ 
untary basis, in restoring, 
enhancing and protecting 
forestland resources on pri¬ 
vate lands through permanent 
and 30-year easements. The 
objectives of HFRP are to: 

1. Promote the recovery of 
endangered and threatened 
species under the Endangered 
Species Act (ESA), including 
the Indiana Bat; 

2. Improve plant and ani¬ 
mal biodiversity; and 

3. Enhance carbon seques¬ 
tration. 

Under this working forest¬ 
land program, landowners 
will be compensated for their 
30-year or permanent ease¬ 
ment with a lump sum ease¬ 
ment payment. Landowners 
must agree to implement a 
forest management plan that 
maintains and improves bio¬ 
diversity and habitat for tar¬ 
get species during harvest or 
management activities on the 
enrolled land. 


Eligible areas include parts 
of the Upper Cumberland 
Watershed. Eligible land 
must be located within those 
parts of the Upper 
Cumberland River, 

Rockcastle River, South Fork 
of Cumberland River, Upper 
Buck Creek, and Lower Buck 
Creek that he within Lincoln, 
Rockcastle, Jackson, Laurel, 
Pulaski, Wayne, McCreary, 
Clay, Knox, Whitley, Bell, 
Harlan, and Letcher 


Counties. 

Visit or submit an applica¬ 
tion to your local USD A 
Service Center, or contact 
your local district conserva¬ 
tionist to determine if your 
land qualifies.

Deadline set for discrimination claims 


Agriculture Secretary 
Tom Vilsack announced the 
extension of the voluntary 
claims process for Hispanic 
and women farmers and 
ranchers who allege dis¬ 
crimination by the USD A in 
past decades. All claims 
must now be filed by MAY 

1.2013. 

’’Hispanic and women 
farmers who believe they 
have faced discriminatory 
practices in the past from 
the USD A have additional 
time to file a claim in order 
to have a chance to receive a 
cash payment or loan for¬ 
giveness,’’ said Secretary 
Vilsack. ”USDA urges 
potential claimants to con¬ 
tact the Claims 
Administrator for informa¬ 
tion and to file their claim 
packages on or before May 

1.2013. ” 

The process offers a vol¬ 
untary alternative to litiga¬ 
tion for each Hispanic or 
female farmer and rancher 
who can prove that USD A 
denied his or her application 
for loan or loan servicing 
assistance for discriminato¬ 
ry reasons for certain time 
periods between 1981 and 
2000. 

As announced in 
February 2011, the volun¬ 
tary claims process will 
make available at least 
$1.33 billion for cash 
awards and tax relief pay¬ 
ments, plus up to $160 mil¬ 
lion in farm debt relief, to 
eligible Hispanic and 
women farmers and ranch¬ 
ers.
